AMUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  MEDICAL  OFFICER  OF  HEALTH  FOR 

THE  YEAR  1954. 

To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Coanc il, 

Mr,  Chariman,  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  my  annual  report  for  the 

year  1954. 

During  the  last  year  there  has  been  a decrease  in  the 
number  of  births  registered  compared  with  the  figures  for  the 
preceding  four  years.  The  present  figure,  (15.7  per  1,000 
estimated  population)  however,  compares  favourably  with  the 
figures  for  Anglesey  and  for  England  & Wales. 

The  death  rate  continues  at  a low  figure.  Of  the  causes 
of  death,  the  major  contribute iy  group  was  that  associated  with 
the  Heart  and  vascular  lesions  of  the  nervous  system  (i.e .stroke ) . 
I am  happy  to  report  that  there  was  no  incidence  of  maternal 
death,  and  no  deaths  of  infants  under  one  year  of  age.  Two  deaths 
were  due  to  Respiratory  Tuberculosis,  and  two  new  cases  of 
Tuberculosis  were  notified  during  the  year. 

From  the  table  of  notifiable  infectious  diseases  you 
will  observe  that  there  were  only  six  cases  of  whooping  cough. 

There  was  complete  freedom  from  Scarlet  Fever,  Diphtheria,  Measles, 
Dysentery  and  other  alimentary  tract  disorders.  This  is  an 
extremely  satisfactory  state. 

The  sanitary  condition  of  the  District,  as  reported  by 
the  Sanitary  Inspector,  appears  satisfactory,  but  there  are  still 
a number  of  families  living  in  sub-standard  dwellings  who  must  be 
considered  for  rehousing. 

Regarding  Drainage  and  Sewage,  the  Council  will  have  to 
give  serious  consideration  in  the  near  future  to  a scheme  for 
replacing  or  improving  the  main  sewers  in  the  town. 

In  conclusion,  I would  like  to  thank  you,  Mr.  Chairman 
and  Members,  for  your  interest,  and  the  Clerk  and  Sanitary 
Inspector  for  their  cooperation  and  help.

These  services  are  provided  by  the  County  Council 
and  by  General  Practitioners  in  the  District.  The  following 
figures  are  quoted  by  courtesy  of  County  Medical  Officer. 

Vaccination  against  smallpox 

A total  of  58  children  were  vaccinated  during  the 
year  of  which  16  were  re-vaccinations. 

Vaccination  against  Tuberculosis 

B.C.G.  vaccination  is  carried  out  by  the  Chest  Physician 
in  collaboration  with  the  County  Medical  Officer  and  his  staff. 

The  scheme  provides  for  the  vaccination  of  new-born  infants  born 
into  tuberculous  households  and  of  tuberculin  negative  contacts 
of  known  cases.  During  1954- » 4-  such  vaccinations  were  carried 
out  in  the  district.

During  tho  year  the  sewer  in  Oae  Tros  Lon  Private  Estate 
has  been  extended,  and  a scheme  is  now  being  prepared  for  scraping 
main  sewers  and  for  improving  the  outfalls. 

All  built  up  areas  are  on  main  sewers,  but  in  the 
outlying  area  there  are  10  houses  with  Septic  tanks  and  24 
houses  with  dry  closets.
